United States have accepted the prop 
osition of an English syndicate o 
thread manufacturers and gone int 
an international trust which is about 
the biggest thing out in the trust and 
monopoly line. The combine takes 
in all the thread manufacturing com- 
panies of the world, excepting the 
high-grade or six-cord thread manu- 
factories, already organized into a 
trust, of which the Coates, of Glas- 
gow, are the chief owners. A num- 
ber of the American mills arc to be 
dismantled. There will'be no foreign 
competition, even should the tariff 
in existence permit it, which it docs 
not. Every sewing woman in the 
land will pay tribute to this gigantic 
trust on every spool of cotton thread 
she uses. It may be only a minute 
fraction hardly recognizable, vet in 
the aggregate will amount to mil- 
lions, paid by the sewing women. 
The trusts that make the most money 
are those controlling the output and 
prices of universal use, such as sugar, 
oil and thread.
